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Initially we felt that the safest way to handle this wot 
be interviewing everyone who was assigned to Dallas at the time 
the assassination. We feel now that while it still might be the Soicw 
way we doubt if any pertinent information will be developed since we 
have interviewed, in our opinion, all logical individuals with one 
/possible exception. You will note in the first paragraph on page 
12 concerning an interview with Special Agent J. V. Almon, he has 
a .vague recollection that former Investigative Clerk Robert G. Renxro 
had either handled or seen the note in question. Frankly, we have 
serious doubts as to how much this information might be worth 
"since Almon was considered to be a Dallas Sice busybody prior . | i¥* , 

to the time he was transferred to Denver. Nevertheless if there is 1 8- 
00 objection we will make arrangements to have him located and inter- 
viewed probably by SAC, Dallas, if our informatiai is correct that he 
is still in that city. 

In order to save time in reading this report the first 14 
pages have already been read by you since they comprised what was 
then going to be our report to the Department but then we conducted 
additional interviews. 

We will wait your instructions as to what course of action we 
should take at this point. However, it is our recommendation that we 
go ahead and give this report to the Department and after their review ,
